On  July  1st.  Ted  Staunton 
became  the  seventh  Headmaster 
of  St.  Andrew's  College,  succeeding 
Robert  Bedard  who  had  served  the 
School  as  Headmaster  since  1981. 
Mr.  Staunton  is  well  known  to  the 
Independent  School  community  and 
has  vast  experience  in  the  education 
of  young  people. 

He  was  educated  in  the  prep  at 
Upper  Canada  College  and  attended 
North  Toronto  Collegiate  for  his 
high  school  years.  Ted  went  on  to 
Trent  University  in  Peterborough, 
Ontario,  and  graduated  with  an 
Honours  degree  in  History  in  1971. 
For  two  years  he  served  with  CUSO 
(Canadian  University  Services 
Overseas)  in  Kingston,  Jamaica,  as 
a  teacher  and  Director  of  Athletics 
at  Camperdown  High  School. 
He  later  earned  a  Bachelor's  degree 
in  Education  at  the  University  of 


nto  and  then  a  Master's  degree 
Education  (Curriculum)  also 
the  University  of  Toronto. 
He  joined  the  faculty  at  Trinity 
College  School  in  1973  and  over  the 
next  thirteen  years  was  a  teacher, 
Head  of  the  History  Department, 
Housemaster  and  Coach  of  First 
Hockey  and  First  Tennis.  In  1986, 
he  was  appointed  Headmaster 
of  Balmoral  Hall  School,  a  girls' 
boarding  and  day  school  in  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,  and  in  1989,  he  accepted 
the  Headmaster's  position  at  Lower 
Canada  College  in  Montreal,  Quebec, 
where  he  served  with  distinction 
until  his  appointment  at  St.  Andrew's. 

Since  his  arrival  on  July  1st,  Ted 
has  been  subjected  to  a  crash  course 
in  S.A.C.  traditions,  has  embraced 
the  Aurora  way  of  life  and  has  taxed 
his  powers  of  observation  and  his 
exceptional  memory  to  the  limit. 
To  add  to  his  challenges,  prior  to 
being  named  at  S.A.C.,  he  committed 
to  Chair  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Independent  Schools'  (CAIS)  Heads' 
Conference  in  October  when  some 
sixty-five  Heads  of  School  from 
across  the  country  gather  in  Montreal 
to  discuss  common  goals  and 
objectives  in  various  workshops  and 
plenary  sessions. 


The  diversity  and  scope  of 
Mr.  Staunton's  accomplishments  are 
quite  special.  He  is  co-author  of  a 
textbook  used  in  Ontario,  "Canada's 
Economy:  An  Activity  Approach",  has 
presented  papers  on  History  and  the 
Social  Sciences  and  written  articles 
for  a  number  of  publications. 

When  pressed,  Ted  Staunton  will 
admit  to  strong  views  on  just  about 
any  issue.  His  calm  demeanour 
belies  the  strength  of  his  many 
convictions,  as  well  as  the  passion 
with  which  he  approaches 
schoolmastering. 

One  thing  that  Ted  feels  strongly 
about  is  the  belief  that  every 
situation,  every  student,  even  the 
most  problematic  and  troubled,  has 
positive  points  that  may  easily  be 
overlooked.  He  identifies  them 
and  "plays"  to  them  like  an 
adroit  gamesman. 

In  fact,  coaching  provides  the 
best  analogy  for  Ted  Staunton's  style 
of  leadership.  He  works  with  the 
many  school  constituencies  to  form 
a  team  and  through  consensus 
develops  a  game  plan  to  address 
the  various  challenges. 

Mr.  Staunton  and  his  wife,  Jane, 
have  three  daughters;  Rebecca, 
Emily  and  Elizabeth.  Mrs.  Staunton 
has  just  completed  her  Master  of 
Arts  degree  at  McGill  University.

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The  newly  appointed  Headmaster 
pledged  himself  on  Prize  Day  in  1981 
to  the  ideals  of  St.  Andrew's:  "...the 
formation  of  the  all-round  citizen, 
articulate  and  balanced,  with 
appropriate  emphasis  on  the 
spiritual,  the  moral,  the  academic, 
the  athletic,  the  cultural".  He  went 
on  to  explain  how  he  proposed  to 
pursue  these  objectives:  "We  are 
committed  to  this  ongoing  goal 
through  the  osmosis  of  example,  the 
power  of  precept,  the  enthusiasm  of 
involvement,  the  contagion  of 
happiness".  It  was  a  short  address 
and  one  can  only  wonder  how  many 
in  the  audience  had  a  presentiment 
that  something  remarkable  was 
about  to  happen.  For  this  new 
Headmaster  was  destined  to  become 
a  sports  legend  in  his  own  time,  an 
athletic  titan  whose  strength,  poise, 
balance,  and  determination  would 
infuse  his  role  as  leader.  Seventeen 
years  later,  upon  his  appointment  to 
the  Canadian  Sports  Hall  of  Fame, 
Bob  Bedard  alluded  to  a  series  of 
qualities  that  underpin  athletic 
achievement:  mental  toughness, 
concentration,  perseverance, 
strategy,  confidence,  and  one  which 
might  have  gone  unnoticed  in  the 
heat  of  the  moment:  "that  strange 
mix  of  caution  and  abandon  we  call 
courage."  It  was  an  illuminating 
remark;  in  the  fiercest  tennis 
competition  in  the  world,  Robert 
Bedard  was  an  artist  of  courage,  the 
court  his  canvas,  the  racquet  his 
brush.  In  his  professional  life  as  an 
educator,  the  School  became  his 
canvas,  the  spoken  and  written  word 


his  instrument.  And  overall,  there 
reigned  the  courageous  intuition  that 
permitted  just  the  right  mix  of 
caution  and  abandon. 

Bob  Bedard  had  joined  the  staff 
of  St.  Andrew's  in  1972  not  only  as  an 
athletic  superstar  who  had 
dominated  the  world  of  Canadian 
tennis  for  eleven  years,  but  as  a 
skilled  teacher  with  fourteen  years  of 
experience  at  Bishop's  College 
School.  By  the  time  he  was  chosen  as 
assistant  headmaster  in  the  same 
year,  he  knew  the  truth  of  the 
Chinese  maxim  that  no  one  steps  in 
the  same  river  twice.  Obsolescence, 
he  would  later  remark  as  Headmaster, 
occurs  about  every  four  years. 
Leadership  was  a  fast-paced  game 
and  there  was  little  room  for  double 
faults.  He  had  to  make  instant 
decisions  in  at  least  two  areas  which 
would  alter  the  School  profoundly: 
human  resources  and  technology. 

From  the  outset  Bob  demonstrated 
that  he  understood  chaos  theory: 
"A  butterfly  fans  its  wings  in  Peking 
and  the  weather  changes  in 
New  York".  The  finest  details  of 
human  resource  management  were 
crucial.  The  goodwill  of  parents, 
Board  of  Governors,  student  body, 


and  certainly  the  teaching  staff  was 
essential  in  creating  the  climate  for 
optimal  development  of  human 
potential.  Whatever  doubts  may  have 
been  harboured  regarding  the  sixth 
Headmaster's  ability  to  play  the 
game  as  a  team  captain  were  quickly 
dispelled.  He  displayed  an  uncanny 
second-sight  when  jockeying  people 
into  positions  in  which  their  talents 
would  be  most  effectively  deployed. 
Selection  of  new  staff  was  done  with 
extreme  care  and  with  a  view  to 
widening  and  deepening  the  talent 
pool.  Working  closely  with  Chairman 
Peter  Harris,  he  deftly  sculpted  the 
human  environment  with 
appointments  that  pointed  to  a 
future  rich  in  possibility.  His  Prize 
Day  speeches  are  resplendent  with 
laurels  accorded  to  those  among  staff 
and  students  who  had  made  singular 
contributions.  Beneath  this  gleaming 
patina  however,  there  lay  the 
constancy  of  support  for  others, 
the  myriad  private  notes,  quiet  words 
in  the  corridor,  and  sizzling  shots  of 
thanks  with  top-spin,  expressed  in 
the  weekly  staff  meetings.  The 
"contagion  of  happiness",  as  Headship 
methodology,  was  not  a  peculiar 
French  Canadian  rendering  of 
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"joie  de  vivre".  It  was  genuine,  and 
the  people  on  the  team  knew  the 
depth  of  feeling  behind  it. 

Bob  Bedard,  the  father  of  four 
distinguished  young  men,  dealt  with 
the  students  in  an  equally  adroit 
manner.  The  boys  sensed  his 
authentic  and  vital  interest  in  them 
and  their  accomplishments.  Staff 
who  were  privy  to  his  struggles  over 
the  necessity  of  imposing  discipline 
know  how  boundless  was  his 
compassion  and  his  concern  for  the 
future  well-being  of  each  boy.  How 
he  rejoiced  with  the  success  of  every 
boy,  whether  in  sport,  in  the  arts, 
or  in  winning  the  favour  of  peers  or 
teachers  by  perseverance  in  some 
endeavour!  Always  there  would  be 
the  insistence  that  "We  must  be  a 
school  where  each  student  feels 
wanted,  his  opinions  are  respected, 
and  he  is  treated  with  dignity. 
"Openness  and  tolerance  were 
enjoined  with  no  less  energy  than 
service  of  others.  As  the  Headmaster 
took  his  turn  in  the  roster  of 
officiants  at  the  daily  chapel 
services,  one  could  see  a  clear 
pattern  emerging.  Quietly,  and  with 
steely  consistency,  the  message  was 
registered:  nothing  short  of  one's 
best,  nothing  other  than  fairness. 
The  delivery  was  the  antithesis  of 
the  fatuous  preacher;  Bob  Bedard's 
tranquil  reading  of  meditations  about 
self-discipline  and  service  was  the 
patient  sowing  of  spiritual  seeds  at  a 
deep  level  of  the  psyche.  In  the  next 
millennium  students  will  remember, 
and  with  gratitude,  "Grandma's 
reflections",  read  lovingly  by  "Grandpa" 
Bedard!  Perhaps  it  was  precisely  this 
faith  perspective  which  allowed  Bob 
Bedard,  even  under  fire,  to 
demonstrate  a  knightly  affability  and 
an  indomitable  sense  of  humour 
which  could  laugh  at  tomorrow. 

In  the  sphere  of  technology,  it  was 
Bob  Bedard,  the  philatelist,  who  put 
his  stamp  upon  the  School.  Philately, 
as  a  pastime,  brings  together  an 
interest  in  history,  culture,  politics, 
and  language,  all  expressed  in  the 
finest  detail  on  tiny  pieces  of  paper 
roughly  the  shape  of  a  tennis  court. 


Dear  Bob, 

I  sense  that  you're  being  a  bit  of  a  reluctant  bride  about  your 
forthcoming  retirement.  No  doubt  about  it  -it's  a  daunting 
prospect  with  strong  psychological  and  emotional  aspects.  Parting 
St.  Andrew's  won't  be  easy.  After  all,  you've  given  over  thirty  years 
of  your  life  to  schools  and  to  boys,  in  which  and  with  whom  you 
have  lived,  worked  and  played  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  And  to 
exacerbate  the  situation,  you  have  enjoyed  most  every  minute 
of  it.  On  reflection,  you  are  unique:  no  other  living  Canadian 
Headmaster  has  had  such  a  lengthy  career  exclusively  in  boys' 
boarding  schools. 

Furthermore,  a  career  retirement  is  one  of  life's  more  significant 
milestones,  somewhat  like  entering  school  for  the  first  time,  turning 
twenty-one,  getting  married  or  having  the  first  child. 

Few  people  can  look  themselves  in  the  mirror  and  view  the 
reflection  of  one  who's  given  much  to  many.  You  certainly  can: 
your  influence  on  B.C.S.  and  S.A.C.  has  been  profound.  And  more 
significantly,  it's  not  just  a  matter  of  good  administration  or  wise 
counsel  -  it's  the  high  personal  standards  you  set  and  brilliant 
example  you  have  given  to  hundreds  of  boys  and  scores  of  teachers. 
Bet  you  that  you'll  be  remembered  first  as  the  role  model  and  then 
as  the  effective  leader. 

One  of  the  lesser  frustrations  people  in  the  Headmaster's  position 
inevitably  suffer  is  that  one  can  never  be  certain  to  what  extent  we 
have  touched  whom.  And  so  with  you:  this  boy,  that  teacher,  or  a 
parent,  a  cook,  a  groundsman...  you've  left  all  sorts  of  invisible 
imprints  and  people's  lives  have  been  enriched  in  the  process. 
And,  conversely,  you  have  been  touched  by  them.  Quid  pro  quo. 

But  it's  not  what  other  people  think  of  your  performance  that's 
important.  The  only  two  critics  who  ultimately  matter  are  you 
and  your  God.  And  if  you  can  look  upon  yourself  with  satisfaction 
as  you  Gillette  your  way  through  morning  ablutions,  that's  just 
fine.  What  God  thinks  is  his  business. 

"To  everything  there  is  a  season... "  and  yours  has  come.  All  perfectly 
natural  and  wonderful.  You've  had  a  fine  career  in  which  you  can 
only  give  thanks  and  have  zero  regrets.  Time  to  move  on.  Your 
retirement  will  rapidly  blend  in  such  a  way  as  to  leave  you 
wondering  what  the  reluctant  bride  was  all  about.  Rejoice  and 
enjoy  the  accolades,  toasts  and  honours.  Besides,  you've  got 
a  remarkable  Anne  at  your  side  and  a  bevy  of  fine  sons. 
How  fortunate  can  a  man  be? 

With  every  good  wish  for  the  future, 
Alexis  S.  Troubetzkoy. 
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If  you  were  to  imagine  the 
Headmaster  wearing  his  drug-store 
magnifiers,  poring  over  these  tiny 
courts  with  their  games  frozen  in 
time,  you  would  not  be  far  from  the 
meticulous  study  and  the  crisp 
precision  which  attended  the  vision 
of  St.  Andrew's  as  the  grand-slam 
winner  in  the  computer  department. 
As  anyone  over  forty  surely  knows, 
the  prerequisite  for  a  happy  life 
amidst  computers  is  humility. 
Here,  as  in  so  many  other  areas, 
Bob  Bedard  could  rejoice  in  the 
precociousness  of  youth.  In  1983  he 
proudly  announced  the  addition  of 
nine  additional  superPET  computers. 
He  had  foreseen  for  at  least  a  decade 
that  the  way  forward  lay  in 
cyberspace;  he  and  Peter  Harris 
worked  together  to  ensure  that  the 
way  was  prepared  not  only  for 
computer  technology  but  for  its 
intelligent  integration. 

It  is  certainly  true  that  many 
salutary  changes  of  a  material  sort, 
including  the  computer  revolution, 
occurred  under  Bob  Bedard's 
leadership.  And  one  could  readily 
point  to  the  astonishing  changes  in 
the  athletic  facilities,  the  art 
collection,  the  Arts  program,  the 
Scholarship  Funds,  or  the  number 
of  stellar  graduates.  But  if  one  were 
to  ask  now,  or  years  from  now,  what 
it  was  about  this  man's  tenure  which 


was  most  distinguished,  it  seems 
more  probable  that  the  answer  would 
reside  on  the  personal  level,  indeed, 
in  one  specific  capacity:  that  he 
could  see  with  the  eyes  of  the  heart. 
It  is  doubtful  that  one  could  find  a 
man  who  more  closely  approximated 
the  biblical  injunction  to  weep  with 
them  that  weep,  and  rejoice  with 
them  that  rejoice. 

Every  time  the  Bedards  opened 
their  residence,  as  they  did  countless 
times  over  the  years,  to  boys  and 
their  parents,  Board  members,  and 
staff,  there  was  always  the  sense  that 
somehow  one  was  being  welcomed 
yet  again  not  into  a  house,  but  into  a 
home;  not  into  a  group,  but  into  a 
family.  Bob  and  Anne  Bedard  are 
possessed  of  that  rare  gift  of  allowing 
their  good  humour,  their  zest  for  life, 
and  their  love  for  each  other,  to  spill 
over  into  the  community  to  bear  fruit 
beyond.  Around  the  world,  in  thirty 
or  so  countries,  there  are  members 
of  the  Andrean  community,  speaking 
in  a  dozen  different  languages,  but 
saying  the  same  thing:  Merci,  Bob 
Bedard;  you  played  with  grace,  style, 
and  power;  you  changed  our  lives;  it 
was  a  tremendous  match,  sans  pareil!

Bob  Bedard  retired  in  June  1997 
-  completing  twenty-five  years 
at  St.  Andrew's  College,  the  last 
sixteen  years  as  the  sixth  Head- 
master of  the  School.  St.  Andrew's 
has  been  blessed  with  the  many 
contributions  of  Bob  and  his  wife 
Anne,  as  have  Andreans  worldwide 
who  have  been  touched  by  their 
dedicated  service. 

Bob's  office  door  was  always  open. 
From  the  youngest  student  in  grade 
seven  to  the  most  senior  governor  or 
benefactor,  Bob  was  always  available. 

Much,  if  not  all,  of  what  was 
written  in  the  last  issue  of  The 
Andrean  about  the  passing  of  the 
late  Chairman  Peter  D.  G.  Harris  by 
The  Rev.  Robert  Arril  can  be  applied 
to  the  career  of  Robert  P.  Bedard 
at  St.  Andrew's.  Peter  worked  very 
closely  with  Bob.  They  were  a  very 
strong  team.  Together  they  forged 
a  strong  alliance  in  encouraging  an 
entrepreneurial  spirit  among  the 
teachers  and  administrators  of 
the  College. 

Personally,  I  well  remember  one  of 
the  first  changes  the  alumni  office 
recommended.  It  was  soon  after  I 
joined  the  College  staff  in  1985  and 
it  was  clear  that  communication 
with  alumni,  parents  and  friends  of 
the  School  needed  to  be  enhanced. 
When  we  recommended  that  the 
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student,  and  thousands  of  boys 
from  1972  to  1997  were  touched  by 
his  guidance  and  wisdom. 

Every  aspect  of  life  at  the  School 
has  improved  under  the  leadership 
of  Bob  Bedard:  the  academic 
program,  athletics,  extra  curricular 
activities,  the  arts,  new  buildings, 
endowment,  scholarships  and 
bursaries,  the  reputation  of  the 
School,  and  perhaps  his  greatest 
legacy  -  the  graduates  of  the  last 
sixteen  years. 

The  late  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  Peter  Harris  once  said 
about  Bob: 

"He  leads  by  the  silent  sermon 
of  example."

School  magazine  The  Andrean  be 
quadrupled  in  size  and  the  budget 
be  expanded  to  accommodate  such 
a  change  Bob  said  "If  you  think  it 
will  work,  do  it." 

When  Assistant  Headmaster 
Geoff  Smith,  and  teachers  Aubrey 
Foy  and  Steven  Rush  first 
recommended  a  computer  network 
for  S.A.C.  ten  years  ago,  Bob  was 
quick  to  support  their  idea  and 
convinced  the  Board  of  Governors 
that  its  establishment  would 
position  St.  Andrew's  on  the  leading 
edge  of  computer  science  education 
in  North  America.  That  decision 
was  fortuitous  for  enrolment,  as  the 
School  is  the  recognized  leader  for 
the  use  of  computers  in  education. 
Today,  every  resident  in  the 
boarding  houses  and  day  boys  can 
access  the  School's  phenomenal 
network  from  their  home. 


Headmaster  Bedard  encouraged 
Old  Boys  to  participate  in  the  life 
of  the  School  and  welcomed  them 
back  to  various  events  on  campus. 
These  happenings,  not  surprisingly, 
have  become  an  important  cog  in 
the  wheel  of  growing  support  for 
various  giving  programs,  and  have 
helped  immeasurably  in  the 
enrolment  process  for  the  sons 
of  Old  Boys. 

There  are  so  many  diverse 
demands  pressed  upon  the  lives  of 
the  Headmaster  and  his  wife  that 
it  is  difficult  to  adequately  express 
the  thanks  of  a  grateful  community. 
However,  suffice  it  to  say  that  Bob 
and  Anne  were  wonderful  hosts 
of  countless  events  of  faculty  and 
staff,  the  Ladies'  Guild  and  various 
alumni  groups. 

Bob  always  kept  his  eye  on  the 
most  important  person  -  the 
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DAVID  G.  WHITEHEAD  has  been 
appointed  Assistant  Headmaster  and 
Academic  Director  succeeding 
Derek  Inglis  who  retired  in  June 
of  1997.  Geoffrey  Smith  continues 
as  Assistant  Headmaster  - 
Student  Services. 

David  graduated  from  Brock 
University  with  a  B.A.  (Honours) 
and  then  earned  his  Bachelor  in 
Education  at  the  University  of 


Toronto.  He  was  hired  by  former 
Headmaster  Robert  Coulter  and 
began  teaching  Geography  at 
St.  Andrew's  in  the  fall  of  1972. 
He  moved  into  Macdonald  House 
when  Ted  Harrison  was  Housemaster 
and  in  1974  was  appointed  Assistant 
Housemaster.  In  that  position  he 
was  responsible  primarily  for  the 
grades  seven  and  eight  students.  In 
1976  David  was  the  faculty  member 
co-ordinating  the  yearbook 
The  Review,  a  position  he  held  for 
five  years,  and  he  remains  a 
contributing  photographer  to 
various  School  publications. 

For  the  past  ten  years  he  has 
co-ordinated  the  Lower  School 
Intramural  Athletics  program. 

In  1987  Headmaster  Bedard 
appointed  David  as  Housemaster  of

Senator  E.  T.  (Bob)  Richards  of 
Bermuda,  an  Old  Boy  from  the  class 
of  1966  and  a  current  and  past 
parent  of  sons  at  the  School,  was 
the  guest  speaker  at  Prize  Day  1997. 

"Mr.  Bedard,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  distinguished 
guests,  my  fellow  Andreans,  it  is 
indeed  an  honour  to  address  you 
today  on  the  occasion  of  your 
annual  Prize  Day. 

I'd  like  to  tell  you  a  little  story, 
and  ask  you  to  use  your  imagination 
for  a  moment.  A  long  time  ago  a 
young  man  from  a  very  small  island 
and  his  family  were  reviewing  his 
options  for  further  education 
abroad.  A  headstrong  lad,  he  wanted 
to  go  to  the  U.S.  Father,  on  the  other 
hand,  having  himself  studied  in 
Britain,  wanted  the  U.K.  Mother  just 
wanted  peace  in  the  house.  After 
a  titanic  struggle,  they  settled  on 
Canada.  After  that  decision  was 
made,  prospectuses  of  the  finest 
schools  were  gathered,  forms 
completed  and  applications 
dispatched.  Most  schools  replied 
with  requests  for  further  information, 
including  a  photograph,  all  of  which 
were  sent.  Then  there  was  silence,  a 
deafening  silence. 

Too  young  to  understand  what  was 
going  on,  the  lad  asked  his  mother 
what  was  the  cause  of  the  delay,  and 
she  replied  that  she  didn't  know,  but 
she  couldn't  conceal  her  innermost 
fears.  Then,  seemingly  out  of  the 


blue,  the  father  received  a  telegram 
from  the  Headmaster  of  one  of  the 
schools,  who  asked  if  he  could  meet 
him  and  his  son,  as  he  was  passing 
through  the  island  on  his  way  to  the 
West  Indies. 

After  a  cordial  dinner  over  good 
Bermuda  fish,  the  Headmaster 
continued  his  journey  south,  and 
within  a  few  weeks  the  lad  was 
accepted  into  the  school. 

When  the  young  man  finally 
settled  in  at  the  school  he  noticed 
there  were  no  other  boys  who  looked 
like  him,  although  that  didn't  bother 
him  very  much. 

Later  on  he  played  soccer  for  the 
school  and  noticed  that  the  other 
schools  to  which  he  had  applied 
didn't  have  any  students  who  looked 
like  him  either.  Then  he  understood 
the  deafening  silence  many 
months  before. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  that 
courageous  and  forward-thinking 
Headmaster  was  Mr.  Robert  Coulter, 
Headmaster  of  St.  Andrew's  College. 
That  young  man  was  me,  and  I  just 
happened  to  be  part  of  the  dawn  of 
a  new  era  of  racial  and  cultural 
diversity  in  the  Canadian 
independent  school  system  that  I 
can  see  is  still  alive  and  well  today. 

Thus  began  what  has  turned  out 
to  be  a  lifelong  relationship  with 
Canada  in  general  and  S.A.C.  in 
particular.  I'll  never  forget  that 
feeling  of  loneliness  when  I  waved 


goodbye  to  my  parents  as  they  drove 
off  leaving  me  standing  at  the  back 
door  of  Flavelle  House  in  this  vast 
country  in  which  I  knew  no  one.  I'm 
sure  some  of  you  current  Andreans 
are  familiar  with  that  feeling. 
Fortunately,  you  get  over  that. 

I  spent  eleven  years  in  Canada,  all 
in  Ontario,  one  year  here,  six  in 
university,  and  four  working  in 
Toronto.  I  can  truly  say  that  I  have 
met  many  truly  remarkable  people 
in  this  land  of  yours;  Canadians  who 
went  out  of  their  way  to  show 
kindness,  hospitality  and,  yes,  love 
to  an  island  boy,  far  from  home.  I'm 
pleased  to  say  that  two  of  them  are 
here  with  us  today:  Florence 
McEachren  from  Toronto,  and 
Margaret  Henze  from  Windsor.  I  also 
met  my  wife  in  Toronto  and  she,  too, 
has  her  own  Canadian  story. 

After  returning  to  Bermuda  and 
after  many  years  of  absence,  our 
lives  were  destined  to  once  again  be 
connected  with  Canada  and  S.A.C. 
Our  eldest  son  Christopher  decided, 
after  an  adventure  year  in  the 
Philippines,  that  he  wanted  to 
complete  his  OACs  at  S.A.C.  He  truly 
loved  this  school  and  became  fully 
immersed  in  the  many  aspects  of 
school  life,  even  though  he  was 
battling  terminal  cancer.  I  want  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
Mr.  Bedard,  Mr.  Foy  and  all  at  S.A.C. 
who  helped  him  through  that  very 
difficult  time.  You  helped  him 
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achieve  a  true  triumph  of  the 
human  spirit  when  he  graduated 
with  honours  three  years  ago. 

My  relationship  with  the  school 
continues  as  my  number  two  son, 
Victor,  is  graduating  today. 

Now  I  have  the  onerous 
responsibility  of  trying  to  give  you 
some  food  for  thought,  some  ideas 
you  may  find  useful  in  your  future 
endeavours. 

Most  of  you  will  be  attending  a 
university  somewhere,  either  here  in 
Canada,  or  abroad.  My  first  thought 
for  you  is  to  never  stop  learning,  if 
you  cease  searching  for  more 
knowledge,  more  understanding  and 
more  wisdom,  then  you  will  be 
merely  existing,  not  really  living. 

To  gain  knowledge  you  have  to 
assimilate  and  absorb  information 
from  books,  electronic  media  and 
other  people.  But  that  knowledge 
must  be  given  a  frame  of  reference, 
must  be  constructed  into  a  logical 
and  sensible  framework  which 
makes  the  information  useful  for 


the  execution  of  many  day-to-day 
activities  ranging  from  business  to 
government,  education  to  health 
care  to  parenthood.  When  you  do 
that  with  information,  you  gain 
understanding. 

Wisdom  is  one  of  God's  most 
incredible  gifts.  It's  the  ability  to  use 
that  understanding  to  make  good 
and  wise  judgments,  and  believe  me, 
you  will  be  called  upon  to  make 
many,  many  such  judgments  in  your 
lifetime.  It  is  the  success  of  these 
judgments  which  will  play  a  large 
role  as  to  whether  you  will  be 
successful  in  life  or  otherwise. 
Unfortunately,  there  is  no  users 
manual  on  how  to  be  wise.  Some 
gain  wisdom  with  age,  others  are  old 
fools  and  yet  others  of  us  are  young 
sages.  You  have  to  find  your  own  way. 

My  second  thought  is  that  you 
should  enjoy  your  youth.  Believe  me, 
you  blink  twice  and  you'll  be  thirty 
something,  blink  again  and  you  find 
yourself  forty  something,  approaching 
the  dreaded  big  5-0.  So  have  a  great 


time  while  you're  young.  I'm  not 
saying  do  something  stupid,  and  you 
young  men  are  smart  enough  to 
know  what  I'm  talking  about  when  I 
talk  about  the  stupid  things  you 
could  do,  that  you  shouldn't  do,  like 
messing  with  drugs,  for  instance. 
You  can  have  a  great  time  without 
being  stupid. 

My  third  and  last  thought  for  you 
this  afternoon  is  to  never  give  up  on 
your  dreams.  You  know  Thomas 
Edison,  the  inventor  of  the  electric 
light  bulb,  said  his  great  invention 
which  we  all  take  for  granted,  was 
"ten  percent  inspiration  and  ninety 
percent  perspiration".  Nothing  worth 
achieving  comes  easily.  Most  people 
who  don't  achieve  their  goals  usually 
quit,  rather  than  get  beaten,  they 
beat  themselves.  Perseverance  is  the 
secret  ingredient  to  a  successful 
enterprise,  whether  that  enterprise 
be  in  business,  in  science,  in 
government  or  whatever  your 
chosen  field. 

I  am  reminded  of  an  old  rhyme  we 
had  drilled  into  us  when  1  was  in 
school  in  Bermuda.  I  don't  know 
how  well  it  is  known  here  in  Canada. 
It  goes  like  this: 

The  heights  of  great  men 

reached  and  kept, 
Were  not  attained 

by  sudden  flight, 
But  they,  while  their 

companions  slept, 
Were  toiling  upward 

through  the  night 

Mr.  Bedard,  members  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  fellow  Andreans, 
thank  you  so  much  for  the  privilege 
of  addressing  you  on  this  special 
occasion.  I  trust  St.  Andrew's 
College  goes  on  from  strength  to 
strength  in  the  future,  especially 
since  I  have  another  Richards 
coming  here  this  fall!  Thank  you 
and  good  afternoon."

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Xo  cap  a  16-2-0  season  record, 
the  team  won  Gold  at  its  first  15-a- 
side  O.F.S.A.A.  appearance,  in 
Burlington.  In  so  doing,  it  delighted 
its  many  supporters,  not  least 
Mr.  Courtney  Stoate,  who  was 
introduced  to  the  team  as  the  man 
who  started  Rugby  at  S.A.C.,  way 
back  when! 

In  the  first  forty-minute  game  of  a 
straight  knock-out  format  involving 
Ontario's  top  sixteen  teams,  we 
faced  Scarborough  Champions, 
Cedarbrae.  Although  third  ranked, 
we  were  fortunate  to  escape 
unscathed.  The  team  played  poorly 
against  a  big,  physical  side  that 
tackled  strongly  and  ran  hard.  We 
edged  them  3-0. 

We  returned  to  our  Hamilton 
hotel  to  reassess  and  regroup.  The 
quarter  final  game  against  perennial 
rugby  power  Oakville-Trafalgar  was 
a  much  better  effort.  Playing  our 
style,  we  kept  good  field  position, 
controlled  the  pace  of  the  game,  and 
ended  up  comfortable  winners,  22-6. 

Later  in  the  afternoon  of  a  hot  day 
two,  we  met  old  foes  Lawrence  Park, 
ranked  second.  Again  we  were  able 
to  dominate  the  game,  gaining  an 


early  score  and  rebounding  from 
their  equalizing  try.  The  quality  of 
our  loose  play,  and  the  winning  of 
50-50  ball  were  crucial  elements  of 
our  success.  The  final  score  was  17-5. 

The  final  on  day  three  was  against 
Durham  Champions,  fourth  ranked 
Dunbarton,  a  school  with  a  proud 
rugby  tradition.  We  entered  the 
game  not  knowing  much  about 
them,  but  soon  discovered  their 
forward,  no-nonsense  style. 
Nevertheless,  we  controlled  the  first 
fifteen  minutes  and  got  the  lead 
with  a  try  from  Glen  Cowan, 
converted  by  Brad  Ferris.  Dunbartoi 
came  back  strongly  before  half-time, 
but  our  discipline  and  defense  held 
firm.  Unable  to  win  a  lot  of 
possession  or  run  forward,  we  were 
forced  to  defend  more  in  the  second 
half.  In  common  with  opposition 
throughout  the  tournament, 
Dunbarton  had  trouble  coming  close 
to  crossing  our  line,  however,  and 
could  only  kick  one  penalty,  leaving 
us  the  victors,  7-3. 

With  twelve  players  from  last 
year's  C.I.S.A.A.  winning  team,  we 
needed  to  seek  new  horizons. 
O.F.S.A.A.  was  the  obvious  route.

We  had  outstanding  leadership  from 
No.  8  Tim  Jackson,  and  flankers 
Glen  Cowan  and  Mike  Foy 
completed  a  dominant  back  row. 
The  front  row  of  Brad  Livingstone, 
Mark  Newton  and  Richard  Couture 
added  character,  and  the  centres 
Will  Diep,  Dan  Herce  and  Mike 
Farrugia  were  the  backbone  of  our 
defense.  Wingers  Chris  Heinig  and 
Matt  Rook  were  excellent  finishers, 
and  behind  them  Simon  Williams 
and  Jeff  Slightham  gave  us 
confidence  and  composure.  Much  as 
these  '97  grads  will  be  missed,  an 
abundance  of  talented  athletes  and 
rugby  enthusiasts  ren^^at  SAC.

The  Robert  McCutcheon  Athletic  and  Physiotherapy  Centre  was  officially  opened 
by  Mr.  McCutcheon  on  May  14. 
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It  begins  with  the  question,  what 
is  the  sound  of  St.  Andrew's?  Is  it  the 
sound  of  the  combined  voices  of  the 
School  and  congregation  belting  out 
The  Dorset  Carol  at  the  Carol 
Service?  Is  it  the  sound  of  The  Pipes 
and  Drums  parading  at  the  annual 
Cadet  Inspection?  Or  could  it  be  the 
school  cheer,  the  'gangwa',  being 
yelled  at  the  top  of  their  lungs  by  a 
Saints  team? 

The  tradition  of  recording  the 
sounds  of  St.  Andrew's  College  began 
probably  as  soon  as  the  technology 
became  accessible.  LP  (long  playing) 
vinyl  recordings  of  various  College 
musical  ensembles  were  produced: 
Music  at  St.  Andrew's  was  recorded 
during  the  tenure  of  Headmaster 
J.  Robert  Coulter  and  The  Sights  and 
Sounds  of  St.  Andrew's  College  stereo 

was  done  during  Headmaster 
Thomas  A.  Hockin's  time.  As  the 
College  approaches  the  celebration 
of  its  Centennial  in  1998-99,  it  seems 
an  appropriate  time  to  record  the 
sounds  of  St.  Andrew's. 

Recently,  the  Music  Department 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  digitally 
record  the  sounds  of  St.  Andrew's 
College.  The  result  will  be  the 
release  of  a  compact  disc  and  an 
audio  tape  featuring  the  best  of 
the  recordings. 

We  decided  to  expand  on  the 
traditional  numbers  that  had  been 
recorded  in  the  past.  After 
brainstorming  the  various  activities 
that  could  be  included,  we  decided 
to  record  the  concerts  that  took 
place  during  Focus,  the  Pipes  & 
Drums,  as  well  as  the  spoken  word. 
This  would  entail  recording  ten 


concerts  ranging  from  small  groups 
and  soloists  to  the  full  concert  band, 
in  three  distinctly  different  acoustic 
spaces.  With  the  assistance  of 
Mr.  Gregory  Dominato,  we  found  our 
recording  engineers,  Matt  Davies  and 
Scott  Dibble  of  Sonic  Bloom 
Productions.  After  identifying  and 
solving  all  the  logistical  arrangements 
of  the  project,  the  actual  series  of 
recordings  began  on  May  6.  Nearly 
one  hundred  and  seventy  St.  Andrew's 
musicians  were  recorded  during 
this  time,  and  although  all  the 
performances  recorded  were  good, 
some  extraordinary  music  was  made 
during  each  recording  session. 

The  first  concert  featured  The 
College  Choir  directed  by  Dr.  Arthur 
Wenk,  performing  a  highly  enjoyable 
program  of  music  ranging  from  folk 
songs  to  show  tunes.  The  members  of 
the  ensemble  are  drawn  from  the 
School's  students,  faculty  and  staff. 
Included  in  the  choir  are  sopranos 
Mrs.  Ann  Burdon  (Dining  Hall)  and 
Mrs.  Doreen  Hiltz  (faculty);  altos 
Mrs.  Carolyn  O'Higgins  (Reception), 


Ms.  Carol  Rose-Kudelka  (Health 
Centre)  and  Mrs.  Sandra  Scott 
(Development  Office);  and  bass 
Mr.  Stephen  Harper  (faculty).  As  the 
choir  began  singing  the  first  few  bars 
of  Matyas  Seiber's  Three  Hungarian 
Folk  Songs,  we  were  treated  to  a 
first-rate  performance.  After  the 
concert  we  listened  to  the  playback 
and  only  then  did  we  realize  how 
wonderfully  the  Chapel  serves  as  a 
recording  studio. 

That  evening  also  proved  to  be  the 
first  of  many  times  an  exceptionally 
talented  student  musician  was 
recorded.  Tim  Rabnett  '97  is  a  gifted 
guitarist  who  is  equally  adept  in 
performing  the  musical  intricacies  of 
the  baroque,  bebop  and  the  blues  - 
he  even  does  Spice  Girls'  tunes.  Tim 
had  prepared  J.S.  Bach's  Prelude 
from  Cello  Suite  no.  1,  BWV  1097, 
for  an  audition  to  obtain  entry 
into  McGill. 

The  Great  Hall  transformed 
itself  from  the  dining  hall  into  an 
excellent  venue  for  recording  large 
ensembles.  The  sounds  of  the  Grade 
7,  8  &  9  music  classes,  the  Cadet 
Band  and  the  Senior  Concert  Band 
all  filled  the  hall  with  some  great 
music.  One  particular  evening 
program  of  difficult  band  works 
yielded  some  superior  results,  most 
notably  Daydreams  by  Canadian 
Composer  Andre  Jutras  featuring  the 
solo  saxophone  work  of  Max  Woods 

,  and  a  delightful  medley  of  Henry 
Mancini  classics  conducted  by 
Mr.  John  Clements  (Head  of  Music). 
As  an  encore,  the  band  performed  a 
'tongue-in-cheek'  arrangement  of 
Camptoum  Races  a  la  Spike  Jones. 
Featuring  a  cacophony  of  siren 
whistles,  temple  blocks,  sleigh  bells 
and  other  assorted  percussion  toys 
amidst  the  famous  tune,  the  work 
concludes  with  a  loud  quack 
performed  on  a  duck  call  by  lead 
percussionist  Torri  Ierullo  '98.  As  the 
band  readied  itself  for  the  grand 
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finale,  the  percussionist  was  cued  for 
his  big  moment.  Although  he  blew 
with  all  his  might,  not  a  sound  was 
heard.  Needless  to  say,  after  what 
seemed  to  be  an  agonizing  minute  of 
dead  silence,  the  audience,  the  band 
and  the  conductor  broke  into 
uproarious  laughter! 

The  Chapel  played  host  to  a  series 
of  concerts  featuring  a  wide  variety 
of  chamber  music.  Once  again,  all 
the  musicians  rose  to  the  occasion, 
producing  a  number  of  outstanding 
performances.  Mr.  John  Clements 
proved  to  be  the  MVP  of  the  concerts 
as  he  performed  as  a  solo  pianist,  a 
vocalist,  a  member  of  a  chamber 
group  as  well  as  accompanying  all 
of  the  soloists.  Of  particular  interest 
were  two  different  works  that  were 
both  of  exquisite  beauty.  Georges 
Enesco's  Cantabiale  et  Presto  for 
flute  and  piano  featured  Mark 
Andrew  Scott  '98  performing  a  very 
difficult  solo  part  in  a  musically 
rewarding  fashion.  Messrs.  Clements, 
Scott  and  Rabnett  joined  forces  with 
Atsushi  Takada  '97,  Daniel  '99  and 
Joshua  Lim  '01,  and  Jamie  Near  '00 
to  perform  Pat  Metheny's  beautiful 
ballad  Letter  From  Home. 

Every  evening  The  Focus  on  the 
Arts  Festival  concluded  with  the 
widely  popular  cabaret.  Students 
lined  up  well  in  advance  outside 
the  Tuck  Shop  in  order  to  hear 
'unplugged'  styled  shows  that 
featured  the  best  of  S.A.C.  and  a 
group  of  yearly  regulars  and  special 
guests.  These  professional  musicians, 
who  add  so  much  to  the  evening, 
could  be  best  described  as  the 
musical  friends  of  Focus.  This  year's 
regulars  included  guitarist  Kurt 
Swinghammer,  whose  nightly  forays 
into  the  sonic  explorations  of 
original  and  classic  tunes  were  not  to 
be  missed.  His  guitar  work  also 
sparkled  when  he  was  joined  by 
two  rather  fantastic  vocalists, 


Mia  Sheard  and  KoKo  Love  Alcorn. 
Pianist  David  Ramsden  wrapped  up 
the  evening  with  a  selection  of  witty 
originals  and  brilliant  covers. 
Interspersed  between  their  sets  were 
offerings  by  various  members  of  the 
School  community,  including  some 
great  new  material  by  our  resident 
rock  star,  Mr.  Dominato.  The  level 
of  music-making  by  all  student 
performers  was  extraordinary. 

The  spoken  word  recordings  took 
place  in  the  Chapel.  Among  the 
moments  captured  on  tape  were 
Mr.  Rupert  Ray's  rendering  of  Ode  to 
a  Haggis  and  Mr.  William  Scoular's 
reading  of  The  Oldest  Living  Old  Boy. 

The  last  remaining  ensemble  to  be 
captured  was  the  Pipes  &  Drums. 
A  few  days  after  Focus,  a  long 
recording  session  was  held, 
showcasing  this  fine  musical  group. 
As  the  sun  set  behind  the  trees  of 
the  campus  on  a  perfect  spring 
afternoon,  the  sounds  of  the  regal 
pipes  and  rhythmic  drums  gave  a 
fitting  conclusion  to  this  series 
of  recordings. 


Although  a  great  many  sounds  of 
St.  Andrew's  were  recorded,  we  still 
have  much  work  to  do  before  the 
finished  project  is  released.  The  best 
of  all  the  recordings  still  need  to  be 
chosen  and  mixed,  the  program  must 
be  selected,  the  art  work  for  the 
compact  disc  must  be  set,  distribution 
rights  must  be  obtained,  acceptance 
speeches  for  the  Junos  must  be 
written.  But  wait,  we  get  ahead  of 
ourselves.  We  still  have  many  other 
special  events  to  document  in  the 
upcoming  School  year,  such  as  the 
Carol  Service,  St.  Andrew's  Night 
Dinner,  the  annual  School  musical, 
and  the  Homecoming  football  game, 
to  name  but  a  few. 

We  look  forward  to  the  upcoming 
recording  sessions,  and  are  sure  that 
these  events  will  inspire  S.A.C. 
musicians  to  try  their  absolute  best, 
with  the  end  results  providing  a 
valuable  insight  on  what  the  School 
is  like  in  its  100th  year.

The  Music  program  has  long  been  an  integral  part  of  the  St.  Andrew's  experience. 
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yNilliam  Scoular  is  writing  the 
history  of  St.  Andrew's  College  to 
commemorate  our  first  hundred 
years  in  1999.  Last  November  he  met 
Douglas  Wood  SAC.  '18.  Doug 
passed  away  on  February  27,  1997. 

The  School's  oldest  Old  Boy  is 
waiting  for  me  at  the  top  of  the  stairs 
of  his  Forest  Hill  home,  gripping  the 
rail  of  the  banister  with  his  left  hand 
and  making  little  bobbing  movements 
up  and  down  from  the  knees  like  an 
athlete  preparing  to  do  a  standing 
high  jump.  His  right  hand  is 
outstretched  towards  me.  I  take  it 
and  notice  that  he  is  wearing  his 
School  tie. 

"I  put  this  on  for  you,"  he  says  with 
a  shy,  diffident  smile  as  he  leads  me 
into  his  study  where  he  kneels  on  the 
ground  and  lights  a  fire  in  the 
hearth,  although  the  day  is  actually 
unseasonably  mild. 

"I  have  a  box  of  photographs  from 
the  old  School  in  Rosedale,"  he  tells 
me,  pointing  to  the  upper  reaches  of 
a  handsome,  floor  to  ceiling, 
mahogany  bookcase.  "Maybe  you'd 
like  to  see  them." 

I  suggest  that  I  should  attend  to 
this  and,  with  the  aid  of  a  small 
footstool,  I  find  the  box. 

A  plain  cardboard  carton.  The  kind 
that  might  once  have  contained  a 
dozen  bottles  of  wine  or  an  electric 
fan.  The  top  flaps  are  folded  down 
and  a  sticky  label,  yellowing  with  age, 
is  marked  with  careful  pen  strokes. 

"Douglas  Wood.  St.  Andrew's 
College,  1911-1918",  the  legend  reads. 

Rising  stiffly  to  his  feet  he  reaches 
out  to  take  the  box  from  my  hands. 
Then,  after  reading  the  label,  he  sits 


in  an  easy  chair  and  opens  the  flaps. 

School  reports,  tied  together  in  a 
bundle.  Accounts,  fastened  together 
with  a  straight  pin  at  one  corner.  A 
few  letters,  addressed  to  his  parents, 
from  the  headmaster.  Eight  School 
photographs:  long  rolls  of  thick  card, 
coiled  like  springs  that,  once  released, 
reveal  images  of  two  hundred  boys 
and  assorted  elders  and  betters  in 
faded  gowns  and  mortar  boards, 
spread  out,  four  rows  high  -  cross- 
legged  on  the  ground,  seated,  standing 
behind  the  seats,  and  standing  on  a 
row  of  benches  -  with  the  inscrutably 
inert,  impassively  immense  statue  of 
'Old  Andy'  standing  above  the  mock- 
Tudor  Rosedale  door  as  a  backdrop. 
And,  at  the  bottom  of  the  carton,  lying 
flat,  two  more  photographs,  each  one 
in  a  thin  black  frame  with  'S.A.C. 
Cadet  Corps'  in  Gothic  above  and  the 
name  of  every  boy  printed  neatly 
below.  Scrubbed  earnest  youths  in 
kilts  and  tunics,  playing  at  being 
soldiers  in  preparation  for  service  in 
the  Great  War.  Hair  short  and  slicked 
down  into  side  partings;  stiff,  formal 
expressions  with  only  one  or  two 
smiles. 


Ten  pictures  of  his  former  self. 
Each  year  a  little  older,  a  little  taller, 
a  little  more  muscular.  In  the 
earliest  he  looks  like  a  little  cherub. 
In  the  last  he  is  a  dignified, 
confident  young  man  with  a  long 
face  and  brooding  eyes. 

A  smile  steals  over  his  face  as  he 
reminisces  about  his  years  at  the 
School  -  the  friends  he'd  made  and 
the  stunts  they'd  pulled,  like  flooding 
the  dormitory  floor  with  water, 
opening  the  windows  so  it  would 
freeze,  then  playing  hockey  through 
the  rooms.  He  grins  at  this  and  then 
shakes  his  head  and  passes  on  to 
another  notorious  episode  of 
schoolboy  revelry.  He  seems  to  get 
younger  and  younger,  as  if  talking 
about  being  a  boy  had  turned  him 
into  one. 

"Those  were  happy  days,"  he  sighs 
wistfully,  gazing  off  into  the 
distance.  "In  fact,  I'd  go  so  far  as  to 
say  they  were  some  of  the  happiest 
days  of  my  life." 

He  looks  down  at  the  photographs 
once  more.  Only  this  time  it  isn't  his 
own  image  he  is  searching  for  along 
the  rows.

lit;  rubs  his  knees  and  stares  at 
the  fire.  "You  know,  it's  funny.  Even 
after  all  these  years..."  and,  putting 
the  photographs  back  in  the  box,  he 
doesn't  finish  the  sentence. 

A  silence  settles  over  the  room. 
Eighty  years  of  memories  and 


emotions  tremble  for  release. 
It  seems  somehow  to  mirror  the 
scene  outside.  There  the  evening  is 
drawing  in.  Pale,  white-grey  clouds 
chase  across  the  gathering  dusk  and 
the  trees  at  the  foot  of  the  garden 
move  restlessly.  But  no  sound 
penetrates  the  tall  windows. 
Then,  after  what  seems  an  eternity, 
he  speaks  again. 

"Every  mornii;  id  to 

scramble  into  line  and  answer 
Adsum!',  the  Latin  for  'Present',  as 
our  names  were  being  called.  For  a 
long  time  I  didn't  know  the  Latin 
word  and  always  answered  'Absent1' 
to  my  name." 


Adsum.  Call  that  roll  today  and  all 
of  the  names  would  go  unanswered 
by  anyone  at  all.

William  Similar  has  been  English 
and  Drama  master  at  S.A.C.  since 
1987.  He  is  a  graduate  ofOtford 
University  and  the  coauthor,  with 
Vivian  Green,  of  the  Canadian 
bestseller,  A  Question  of  Guilt:  The 
Murder  of  Nancy  Eaton,  for  which 
he  has  recently  completed 
the  screenplay. 
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"  JSLii-l;  Nay  lor  had  been  called 
many  things  since  becoming  chief 
spokesman  for  the  Academy  of 
Tobacco  Studies,  but  until  now  no 
one  had  actually  compared  him 
to  Satan. " 

Opening  line  of  the  novel  Thank  You 
for  Smoking,  by  Christopher  Buckley, 
These  are  not  easy  times  for  the 
human  face  of  the  tobacco  industry. 

Rob  Parker  (S.A.C.  Class  of  1960: 
Ed.)  is  Canada's  chief  spokesman 
for  the  tobacco  lobby  but  talk  to 
opponents  of  the  country's  three 
tobacco  companies  and  it  doesn't 
take  long  for  other  job  descriptions 
to  surface. 

"He's  trying  to  find  a  smooth  way 
to  say  things  that  everybody  knows 
are  crap,"  says  David  Sweanor,  senior 
legal  counsel  at  the  Non-Smokers' 
Rights  Association. 

As  legal  and  governmental  forces 
encircle  and  threaten  to  choke  the 
industry,  the  stakes  are  high.  When 
the  issue  is  private  habits  and  public 
health,  the  rhetoric  takes  on 
exaggerated  proportions. 

In  what  other  scenario  would 
someone  like  Sweanor  feel  free  to 
say  he  is  reminded  of  the 
"personification  of  evil"  when  he  sees 
Parker's  picture  in  a  newspaper? 

Tough  times  indeed. 

Last  year,  a  landmark  court  decision 
in  the  U.S.  pinned  blame  on  a  tobacco 
company  for  a  man's  lung  cancer. 

Incriminating  documents  were 
turned  over  to  state  lawyers  by 
another  cigarette  company,  Liggett 
Group  Inc.,  and  it  emerged  that  U.S. 
tobacco  companies  are  in  discussions 


to  pay  US  $300  billion  in  exchange 
for  immunity  from  numerous  lawsuits. 

The  Canadian  government  passed 
a  law  that  severely  limits  cigarette 
advertising  and  will  tighten 
regulations  on  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  tobacco.  A  lawsuit  filed  by 
smokers  claiming  Canadian  tobacco 
companies  misled  them  about 
cigarette  addiction  and  health  effects 
is  making  its  way  through  the  courts. 

The  industry  made  an  operating 
profit  approaching  $1  billion  in 
Canada  last  year.  Its  opponents  strive 
to  shift  the  struggle  on  to  a  moral 
battleground,  but  Parker  responds 
little  to  such  comments,  no  matter 
what  Sweanor  thinks  when  he  sees 
Parker's  picture.  "I  think  [those 
comments]  speak  more  loudly  than 
anything  1  can  add." 

In  Thank  You  For  Smoking,  the 
main  character  shills  for  the  tobacco 
companies  after  his  career  in 
journalism  is  cut  short  by  an  embar- 
rassing mistake.  He  knocks  $3  billion 
off  the  Dow  Jones  industrial  average 
when  he  mistakenly  broadcasts  that 
the  U.S.  president  has  choked  to 
death  at  a  military  dinner. 

There's  nothing  in  Rob  Parker's 
background  to  suggest  any  such  gaffe 
brought  him  to  the  presidency  of  the 
Canadian  Tobacco  Manufacturers' 
Council  in  1992. 


He  was  a  Canadian  Broadcasting 
Corp.  journalist  and  often  covered 
politics. 

"He  did  a  good  job  when  he  was  at 
CBC,"  says  long-time  broadcaster  Rex 
Murphy,  who  worked  with  Parker  in 
Toronto  on  the  satirical  program  Up 
Canada  in  the  mid-1970s  and  in 
St.  John's,  Nfld.,  in  the  1960s. 

"He's  a  very  good  communicator 
and  he  has  this  ability  to  relax  in  a 
television  studio  as  a  host  and  as  an 
interviewer."  Murphy  remembers 
Parker  as  among  the  "10  most 
effective  broadcasters"  in  Canada. 

Parker  was  also  a  member  of 
Parliament  for  the  opposition 
Progressive  Conservative  party 
following  a  1978  byelection  in  a 
Toronto  riding. 

He  lost  the  seat  the  following  year 
-  when  Joe  Clark's  minority  Tory 
government  squeaked  into  its  brief 
reign  -  and  failed  again  to  recapture 
it  in  1980. 

Parker's  strong  ties  to  the  Tory 
party  led  him  to  serve  as  special 
adviser  to  Tory  Finance  Minister 
John  Crosbie  (SA.C.  class  of  1949: 
Ed.)  in  1979  and  1980. 

Acquaintances  say  one  of  Parker's 
strengths  is  that  he  can  represent 
either  side  of  an  issue  with  the 
intelligence  and  style  of  a  skilled 
debater.

Flash  back  30  years  and  he  was 
penning  campaign  jingles  for 
Crosbie,  then  an  ardent  Liberal  and 
a  minister  in  Newfoundland's 
provincial  government. 

At  the  time,  in  the  late  1960s, 
Parker  worked  under  Crosbie  at 
Newfoundland's  newly-created 
medicare  commission. 

Crosbie  laughs  at  the  now-ironic 
jingle  Parker  wrote  for  him  when  he 
challenged  Joey  Smallwood's 


leadership  of  the  Liberal  party.  Sung 
to  the  tune  of  the  old  East  Coast 
ditty,  Jack  Was  Every  Inch  a  Sailor, 
the  chorus  was  updated  to:  "John 
was  every  inch  a  Liberal ..." 

Parker  can  switch  sides  just  as  ably, 
but  not  without  challenges  from  the 
anti-smoking  forces  that  sometimes 
erupt  into  the  public  arena. 

In  February,  the  Canadian  Cancer 
Society  complained  loudly  about 
Parker's  appointment  last  June  to

the  board  of  the  Women's  College 
Hospital  Foundation  in  Toronto. 

In  a  protest  that  grew  to  include 
the  Ontario  Medical  Association  and 
the  Heart  and  Stroke  Foundation  of 
Ontario,  the  cancer  society  deemed 
it  hypocritical  for  a  tobacco  lobbyist 
to  represent  and  make  decisions  for 
the  fund-raising  arm  of  a  hospital. 

Parker  is  still  on  the  board. 

"He's  been  a  valued  resource,"  said 
board  president  Ingrid  Perry  Peacock. 

"His  communications  skills  are 
terrific  and  he  has  never,  ever  asked 
us  to  get  involved  in  tobacco. 

At  the  time  of  the  controversy, 
Parker  said  he  was  a  victim  of  a 
conspiracy  to  punish  people 
connected  to  the  tobacco  industry. 

Former  colleagues  and  others  in 
the  health-care  industry  are  quick  to 
point  out  that  Parker  has  willingly 
put  himself  in  the  "victim's"  shoes  by 
taking  the  job  as  tobacco  spokesman 
despite  many  other  options. 

With  Parker's  highly-placed 
connections  in  politics  and 
journalism  and  a  background  as  a 
speech  writer  for  top  executives  at 
the  country's  big  banks,  some 
privately  wonder  why  the  54-year-old 
took  on  the  tobacco  companies  as  his 
biggest  client. 

Parker  won't  give  a  journalist  the 
simple  answer  the  character  Nick 
Naylor  gives  in  Thank  You  For 
Smoking:  that  he  shills  for  tobacco 
companies  in  order  to  pay  his 
mortgage  and  put  his  son  through 
private  school. 

One  former  journalism  associate, 
who  asked  not  to  be  named,  says  she 
believes  Parker  took  the  job  for  the 
financial  compensation. 

Parker's  salary  from  Canada's  three 
tobacco  companies  -  Imasco  Ltd.'s 
Imperial  Tobacco  Ltd.,  Rothmans 
Benson  &  Hedges  Inc.  and  RJR 
Macdonald  Inc.  -  has  been  estimated 
to  exceed  $400,000  a  year.  (Parker 
disputes  this  figure.  See  letter.) 

There  is  no  question  that  his  work 
for  the  cigarette  companies  comes 
with  a  larger  paycheque  than 
many  jobs  in  public  relations  or 
consultancy.  Notably,  this  is  because

it  limits  him  from  taking  other  public 
relations  work. 

"Once  he  crossed  the  Rubicon,  he 
probably  foreclosed  on  doing  a  lot  of 
other  things,"  says  Ray  Heard,  who 
worked  with  Parker  in  the  government 
relations  department  at  Royal  Bank 
of  Canada. 

But  money  from  other  sources 
doesn't  appear  to  be  in  short  supply. 

Parker  is  paid  handsomely  for 
putting  words  in  the  mouths  of 
Canada's  top  bankers,  including  Al 
Flood  of  Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of 
Commerce,  sometimes  charging  up  to 
$10,000  per  speech,  including  travel 
and  other  expenses. 

For  his  part,  Parker  says  the  tobacco 
spokesman  job  is  a  challenge  he  took 
largely  because  of  the  Veil  entrenched 
and  well  financed"  opponents  of 
tobacco,  such  as  the  cancer  society  and 
the  Non-Smokers'  Rights  Association. 

An  avid  smoker  himself,  he  says  he 
couldn't  do  the  job  if  he  didn't  believe 
in  "the  issue"  -  even  if  it  means  being 
the  recipient  of  the  odd  piece  of 
hate  mail. 

In  his  mind,  defending  the  morals 
and  ethics  of  companies  whose 
products  Health  Canada  says  kill 


40,000  Canadians  a  year  is  not  in  his 
job  descriptions. 

Parker  says  his  single  task  is  to 
maintain  the  right  of  tobacco 
companies  to  make  and  sell  a  legal 
product  to  consumers  who  can 
legally  buy  it. 

During  the  brief  telephone 
interviews  he  permits  to  discuss  the 
issue  -  he  is  reluctant  to  talk  about 
himself  -  Parker  criticizes  the 
tactics  of  anti-smoking  groups.  He 
says  they  confuse  the  issues  by  using 
undefined  words  such  as  "addiction" 
to  excuse  people  who  don't  want  to 
quit  smoking. 

"It's  just  public  relations  nonsense. 
It  doesn't  relate  to  the  issue  at  all," 
says  Parker,  adding  that  nearly  seven 
million  people  in  Canada  have  quit 
smoking. 

Parker  seems  as  comfortable  with 
the  tobacco  spokesman  job  as  former 
colleagues  say  he  was  in  front  of  a 
television  camera  or  behind  the 
scenes  planning  a  bankers'  speech. 

By  many  accounts,  Parker  is  still 
an  active  Tory,  who  some  say  could 
have  had  a  seat  in  Brian  Mulroney's 
cabinet  if  he  had  stuck  with  politics 
instead  of  signing  on  as  chief 


adviser  on  government  affairs  for 
Royal  Bank. 

In  1992,  he  founded  Parker 
Norquay,  a  consulting  firm  that 
advises  a  number  of  businesses  on 
government  relations. 

Some  colleagues,  including  Heard, 
say  they  were  surprised  when  Parker 
took  the  tobacco  job.  Others,  such  as 
Crosbie,  are  outspoken  critics  of 
smoking  and  its  health  risks  but  still 
won't  be  critical  of  Parker's  role. 

"He's  doing  what  he  can  in  a  very 
difficult  slot  in  this  country  or  the 
U.S.,"  says  Crosbie.  "I  don't  see  how 
anyone  could  do  any  better  than  he's 
been  doing  for  them." 

This  declaration  comes  despite  the 
fact  that  Crosbie  lost  a  brother  and 
other  good  friends  to  lung  cancer, 
which  he  says  was  caused  by  their 
inability  to  quit  smoking. 

"I  gave  it  up  myself,  thank  God,  on 
New  Year's  Eve,  1976,"  says  Crosbie. 

Crosbie  blames  consecutive 
governments,  not  tobacco 
spokesmen,  for  allowing  tobacco  to 
be  grown  and  sold  as  a  legal  product. 

"I  would  support  a  complete 
prohibition  on  the  growing  and  sale  of 
tobacco  products  if  any  government 
had  the  guts  to  put  it  forward." 

Heard  commends  the  job  Parker  is 
doing  for  the  tobacco  industry,  even 
though  he  says  he  doesn't  approve  of 
smoking.  However,  also  a  former 
journalist,  he  says  journalism  and 
Royal  Bank  lost  out  when  Parker 
went  over  to  tobacco. 

"I  always  believed  he  should  have 
stayed  at  CBC;  he  would  have  made  a 
much  better  news  reader  than  Peter 
Mansbridge,"  he  says.

elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  St.  Andrew's  College  on 
June  18,  1997.  Bill  is  a  long-serving 
volunteer  with  the  College  dating 
back  to  his  years  on  the  S.A.C. 
Association  Council,  and  as  President, 
1977-79.

of  our  various  bands,  to  successes  in 
Debating,  most  particularly  by  Pierre 
Filion  who  distinguished  himself  by 
coming  second  in  the  entire  country 
for  debating  in  French,  to  the 
theatrical  productions  of  Henry  the 
Vth  -  or  "Hank  Cinq"  -  depicting  the 
power  struggle  between  the  British 
and  the  French  adapted  to  our 


a  triumphant  Silver  Medal  in  these 
same  OFSSA  championships. 
Four  other  first  teams  won 
championships  in  Independent 
School  competitions:  Basketball  for 
a  remarkable  fifth  time  in  seven 
years,  Alpine  skiing,  Nordic  skiing, 
and  Swimming,  the  last,  for  the  first 
time  in  our  new  pool. 
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Two  of  the  most  notable  individual 
achievements  in  the  athletic  field 
came  from  unexpected  sources:  first, 
a  fifteen-year-old  grade  nine  student, 
Sammy  Lam,  was  crowned  the 
Ontario  Open  High  School 
Badminton  champion  defeating  a  6'6" 
opponent  in  the  final  round.  Sammy 
stands  5  foot  2.  Secondly,  on  May  18, 
Nick  Tsioros  '88,  a  teacher  who 
spends  eighteen  hours  a  day  tending 
to  the  dauntless  task  of  keeping 
Mac  House  in  proper  decorum,  won 
the  Ottawa  Marathon  in  two  hours 
and  twenty-five  minutes. 

Congratulations  to  all  our 
representatives,  and  a  special 
mention  to  our  Athlete  of  the  Year, 
Fred  Perowne,  who  had  an 
outstanding  year  in  Football, 
Hockey  and  Lacrosse. 

This  past  March,  our  Head  of 
Maintenance  for  ten  years,  Norm 
Fountain,  retired  because  of  ill 
health.

A  shadow  was  cast  over  the 
College  last  November  by  the  death 
of  Peter  Harris,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  from  1979  to  1996.  When 
I  became  Headmaster  in  1981, 
I  found  in  Peter  a  wise  counsel  and 
a  man  thoroughly  dedicated  to 
St.  Andrew's.  Peter  was  a  strategic 
thinker  of  a  very  high  order.  He 
knew  the  direction  -  academic, 
cultural,  financial  -  in  which  he 
wished  the  School  to  go,  and  then  he 
took  it  there.  He  certainly  had 
charisma,  and  he  is  remembered 
above  all  by  those  who  knew  him  for 
his  gifts  of  friendship,  perception 
and  understanding.

I  couldn't 
blame  him  for  posing  that  question, 
and  it  struck  me  at  the  time  that 
there  is  another  official  of  the  School 
whose  role  is  even  less  known  let 
alone  understood  -  it's  the  role  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

One  of  Peter  Harris'  last  words  to 
me  was  "Brian".  He  was  referring 
to  the  comfort  and  contentment  he 
felt  knowing  who  his  successor 
would  be,  and  that  the  School  would 
be  in  such  able  hands.  Mr.  Brian 
Armstrong,  class  of  1961,  only  the 
ninth  Chairman  in  the  School's 
history,  will  no  doubt  lead  S.A.C.  into 
the  twenty-first  century  with  energy 
and  vision.  I  share  with  Peter  his 
sense  of  confidence  in  our  newly- 
elected  Chairman. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  how  grateful  I  am,  personally, 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  for  their  undying  support 
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and  absolute  loyalty  to  me  over  the 
last  sixteen  years. 

It  now  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
welcome  to  the  Andrean  family  my 
successor,  Ted  Staunton  and  his 
wife,  Jane.  In  less  than  three  weeks' 
time,  they  will  no  longer  be  visitors 
but  permanent  fixtures,  with  all  the 
responsibilities  and  joys  that  go 
with  being  the  Head  of  the  best 
School  in  Canada  and  the  heir  to 
a  great  tradition. 

The  tradition  that  the  Headmaster 
of  St.  Andrew's  inherits  is  a  duty  not 
only  to  foster  academic  excellence, 
but  to  minister  to  the  whole  boy  in 
all  aspects  of  his  being.  This  is  the 
cornerstone  of  the  School's  purpose 
and  function.

Poised  as  we  are,  at  the  start  of 
the  much-heralded  information  age, 
we  must  set  our  sights  upon  the 
academic  challenges  that  await  us. 
By  the  time  today's  graduates  are 
twenty-one,  it  will  be  the  twenty- 
first  century  -  and  it  will  be  a 
century  with  global  opportunities. 
In  our  global  village,  progress  will 
spread  quickly,  but  so  can  trouble. 
As  we  prepare  our  students,  I 


believe  that  St.  Andrew's  College 
must  continue  to  embrace  with 
enthusiasm  the  marvels  of  the  new 
technology  to  create  an  education 
that  will  lead  to  productive  careers 
and  noble  lives.  We  must  direct  the 
information  super  highway  toward 
progress  in  knowledge,  culture  and 
citizenship  so  that  it  becomes  a 
free-way  to  a  deeply  fulfilling  future. 

With  more  information  being 
delivered  more  rapidly  in  more 
diverse  forms  than  any  of  us  ever 
imagined,  our  task  will  be  to  show 
our  students  the  difference  between 
truth  and  distortion,  between 
honesty  and  propaganda,  between 
fact  and  inaccuracy.  And  our  hope 
will  be  to  produce  not  men  who  know 
all  the  answers  before  they  begin,  but 
men  who  have  the  sanity  and  balance 
to  discover  these  answers;  men  who 
have  the  judgment  to  distinguish 
between  what  is  possible  and  what  is 
not,  and  the  vision  and  inspiration 
sometimes  to  go  for  the  impossible 
and  achieve  it. 

From  the  start,  athletics  have 
been  viewed  as  a  central  part  of  the 
educational  process  at  St.  Andrew's 
-  and  it  is  my  view  that  sports  teach, 
and  teach  better  than  anything  else. 
Nowhere  does  self-esteem  take  a 
worse  pounding:  failure,  hurt, 
disgrace,  physical  and  emotional 
injury  -  these  are  the  facts  of  life, 
perhaps  the  very  bedrock  of  life, 
which  the  athlete  dramatizes  in 
public.  And  what  you  get  in 
exchange  is  confidence,  self- 
knowledge,  the  thrill  of  success  and 
a  small  but  precious  sense  of  how 
reality  works.  Essentially,  a  sporting 
match  is  a  metaphor  for  the  human 
struggle  -  and  at  its  moments  of 
greatest  intensity,  it  seems  to 
contain  a  complete  and  powerful 
image  of  life  -  life's  beauty, 
vulnerability,  despair  and  courage. 

During  the  past  ninety-eight  years, 
these  two  pillars  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
experience  -  academics  and 
athletics  -  have  grown  from  strength 
to  strength.  During  my  term  as 
Headmaster,  we  have  attempted  to 
expand  more  firmly  into  territory 


where  we  were  once  not  so  secure. 
I  believe  that  all  of  us  at  this  School 
have  a  responsibility  to  preserve  and 
cultivate  those  qualities  of  the  mind, 
heart  and  the  spirit  that  give  our 
lives  reason  and  meaning.  One  of  the 
most  effective  ways  of  achieving  this 
aim  is  for  us  to  continue  to  make  as 
many  of  the  arts  accessible  to  the 
greatest  number  of  our  students. 
In  the  past  decade,  it  has  been  a 
great  source  of  joy  for  me  to  watch 
how  the  artistic  experience  has 
become  an  essential  part  of  many 
boys'  lives  at  St.  Andrew's.  We  have 
an  obligation  to  provide  young  men 
with  a  chance  to  learn  and  grow. 
To  be  human  -  and  by  extension, 
humane  - 1  believe,  must  be  learned; 
and  the  artistic  world  is  a  place 
where  being  human  can  be  taught. 
Music  teaches  us  to  hear;  the  visual 
arts  enable  us  to  see;  and  drama 
shows  us  just  what  kind  of  creature 
man  is.  But  the  arts  are  very  fragile. 
They  have  to  be  protected  and 
supported  by  all  of  us.  And  1  trust 
that  all  future  teachers,  headmasters 
and  governors  will  be  faithful 
stewards  of  this  rich  heritage. 

It  is  time  for  Anne  and  me  to  go. 
All  that  remains  is  for  me  to  say  that 
we  owe  our  great  happiness  for  the 
past  twenty-five  years  at  this 
wonderful  School  to  all  those  who 
make  up  the  St.  Andrew's  family:  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  who  have 
been  so  wise  for  so  long;  to  the  Old 
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Rejean  Grenier  and  his  wife  Johanne 
have  moved  to  Appleby  College  in 
Oakville,  Ontario,  where  Rejean  heads 
the  Modern  Languages  Department. 


Boys  who  soon  showed  us  what  it  is 
like  to  be  an  Andrean;  to  the 
members  of  the  Ladies'  Guild  whose 
generosity  to  the  School  and 
kindness  to  Anne  and  me  have  been 
unfailing;  to  the  parents  whose  trust 
and  understanding  have  been  a 
constant  source  of  comfort;  to  my 
eclectic  and  hard-working  assistants, 
Geoff  Smith  and  Derek  Inglis,  our 
devoted  and  creative  Development 
Officer,  Jim  Herder,  and  my  highly 
valued  executive-assistant,  Gayle 
Petri  -  all  of  whose  friendship, 
loyalty  and  wisdom  have  been 
inspiring  for  so  many  years;  to  my 
long-time  friend,  Doug  Campbell, 
our  Bursar,  a  special  thanks;  to  the 
versatile  and  much-appreciated 
secretaries;  to  Klaus,  Rennie,  Carol, 
Mike  and  their  caring  staffs  -  all  of 
whom  have  been  ever-helpful  and 
co-operative  in  taking  that  extra  step 
to  make  any  situation  easier  for  both 
Anne  and  me;  to  our  teaching  staff, 
and  here  I  find  it  hard  to  express 
adequately  my  admiration  and  deep 
gratitude  for  these  extraordinary 
men  and  women  -  their  long  hours 
of  work,  competently  spent  on  behalf 
of  the  students  in  a  variety  of 
disciplines  and  activities,  coupled 
with  their  capacity  to  give,  seem  to 
be  nothing  short  of  heroic. 

But  lastly,  I  owe  my  happiness  to 
the  boys,  all  of  whom  have  meant  so 
much  to  me.  To  them,  a  final  word: 
In  a  recent  novel  entitled  Picturing 
Will  by  Anne  Beattie,  a  father  muses 


about  what  life  may  have  in  store  for 
his  young  child, 

Do  everything  right  all  the  time 
and  the  child  will  prosper.  It's  as 
simple  as  that,  except  for  fate,  luck, 
heredity,  chance,...  his  first 
encounter  with  evil,  the  girl  who 
jilts  him  in  spite  of  his  excellent 
qualities,  the  drugs  he  may  try  once 
or  too  many  times,  the  friends  he 
makes,  how  he  scores  on  tests,  how 
well  he  endures  kidding  about  his 
shortcomings,  danger  when  it  is 
least  expected,  ...people  with  hidden 
agendas,  and  animals  with  rabies. 

Life,  the  father  seems  to  be 
saying,  is  shaped  by  contingencies 
we  cannot  predict.  What  type  of 
personal  equipment  is  likely  to  be 
most  useful  on  a  young  man's 
journey  through  a  future  that  seems 
full  of  chance?  The  best  equipment 
I  know  is  personal  values,  attitudes 
and  habits.  As  Crosby,  Stills  and 
Nash  sang  in  the  mid  70s,  "you,  who 
are  on  the  road,  must  have  a  code 
that  you  can  live  by,"  -  and  we  must 
all  develop  our  own  code  of  conduct 
for  our  journey  into  the  future. 
It's  wise  not  to  forget  that  the  most 
important  person  we  all  have  to 
live  with  is  ourself,  and  it  is  very 
vital  that  our  actions  should  be 
guided  by  a  consistent  sense  of 
personal  ethics  and  integrity  that 
should  be  able  to  withstand 
exposure  to  sunlight. 

You  the  graduates  of  St.  Andrew's 
College  do  not  have  to  be  reminded 
about  the  classical  virtues,  such  as 
the  ability  to  care  about  neighbours 
and  strangers  alike,  to  learn  to  walk 
in  other  people's  shoes,  to  treat 
other  people  as  you  would  like  to 
be  treated.  Your  quality  of  life  is 
directly  proportionate  to  the  quality 
of  relationships  you  have  with 
others.  If  your  attitude  is  permeated 
by  love  of  your  fellow  man  and  a 
passion  for  life,  there  is  no  limit  to 
what  you  can  do,  what  you  can 
endure  and  what  you  can  achieve. 
As  humorist  Will  Rogers  said,  "if  you 
want  to  live  a  happy,  successful  and 
fulfilling  life,  you  must  learn  to  love 


people  and  use  things,  never  use 
people  and  love  things." 

From  this  point  forward  you  will 
always  be  known  as  a  St.  Andrew's 
man.  I  believe  that  our  best  hope  for 
a  better  society  lies  with  caring 
young  people  like  yourselves  who  are 
willing  to  "Fight  the  good  fight",  to 
enlarge  the  circle  of  your  concerns 
to  include  the  goal  of  a  good  and 
a  just  society.  But  what  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  do  we  need  for  such 
a  task?  Here  are  the  words  of  Cornel 
West,  one  of  the  leading  intellectuals 
of  our  generation  and  the  author  of 
a  book  entitled  Race  Matters. 

And  the  following  quote  from  the 
book  is  the  theme  I  would  like  you 
to  remember  as  my  last  official 
message: 

In  these  downbeat  times,... we  must 
accent  the  best  of  each  other.  We 
simply  cannot  enter  the  twenty-first 
century  at  each  other's  throats... 
We  are  at  a  crucial  crossroad  in  the 
history  of  mankind,  and  we  either 
hang  together  by  combatting  these 
forces  that  divide  and  degrade  us,  or 
we  hang  separately.  Do  we  have  the 
intelligence,  humour,  imagination, 
courage,  tolerance,  love,  respect,  and 
will  to  meet  the  challenge?  Time  will 
tell.  None  of  us  alone  can  save  the 
world.  But  each  of  us  can  make  a 
positive  difference  if  we  commit 
ourselves  to  do  so. 

This  is  my  final  address  to  you  in 
this  lovely  front  quad  in  this  loveliest 
of  schools.  These  past  few  weeks 
I  have  thought  of  my  feelings  as  I 
arrived  here  as  a  new  master  with 
my  wife,  Anne,  and  our  four  small 
boys,  all  of  whom  are  Andreans. 
Of  course,  I've  had  mixed  feelings 
as  the  days  passed.  St.  Andrew's  is 
embedded  even  deeper  into  our 
affections  than  we  realized  or  ever 
thought  possible.  It  is  a  wonderful 
place  to  have  spent  so  much  of  one's 
life  and  it  has  become  a  part  of  my 
soul  as  no  other  place  can  ever  be.
